Mayor talks 
about building 
business park

With its close proxim¬ 
ity to Interstate 24, Oak 
Grove gets a lot of its 
business from tractor- 
trailers and other ship¬ 
ping vehicles making 
the haul between 
Nashville and Paducah. 
Oak Grove Mayor Dan 
Potter wants to take ad¬ 
vantage of the unused 
land near I-24’s Exit 89 
for the benefit of the 
city. 

Potter said his plan is 
to extend the pavement 
near the former Oak 
Grove Tourism Commis¬ 


sion building on Walter 
Garrett Lane and extend 
that road, then begin 
building a business park 
one building at a time. 

“We’re going to start 
building spec build¬ 
ings,” he said, “but we’re 
only going to build one 
until it’s leased, then 
build another. Then, 
we’re basically going to 
use the funds off of one 
to build another, and so 
on. That way, we won’t 
have an extreme 
amount of money tied 
up into it. 

“It’s going to cost a lit¬ 
tle on the infrastructure.

The 160th Special Opera¬

Brown served as regiment 


commander, battalion com¬ 
mander and company com¬ 
mander with the 160th SOAR 
(Airborne). He also served as 
the operations and planning 
officer for the regiment. 

Brown’s history with the 
160th trace back to the foun¬ 
dation of the regiment. He 
served with the 158th Avia¬ 
tion Battalion, which would 
later become the 160th Avia-

Obama's 'evolution' on marriage is sad day for nation 


I s President Obama’s 
“evolution” on same 
sex marriage finally 
complete? His call for 
the legalization of same- 
sex marriage last week 
is an historic and tragic 
milestone. An incumbent 
president has now called 
for a transformation of 
civilization’s central insti¬ 
tution. And yet, no observ¬ 
er of this president could 
be surprised. The arrival of this 
announcement was only a matter of 
time. 

As The New York Times reported 
on May 10, “Advisers say now that Mr. 
Obama had intended since early this 
year to define his position sometime 
before Democrats nominate him for 
re-election in September.” 

Previous news reports indicated 
that the 2012 platform for the Demo¬ 
cratic Party would likely include 
a call for same-sex marriage. The 
pressure was on the White House, 
with the president caught in an awk¬ 
ward and embarrassing situation in 
which major figures on both sides 
believed that his public position did 
not reflect his true convictions. 

In December of 2010, the president 
told Jake Tapper of ABC News, “My 
feelings about this are constantly 
evolving.” Last October, he told 
George Stephanopoulos, “I’m still 
working on it.” As Dan Amira of New 
York magazine summarized that 
comment, “President Obama won’t 
say if he’ll stop pretending to oppose 
gay marriage before the election.” 

In August of 2008, running for the 
White House, Obama said: “I believe 
that marriage is the union between a 
man and a woman. Now, for me as 
a Christian — for me — for me as a 


Christian, it is also a sacred 
union. God’s in the mix.” 

In February of 1996, 
running for state office 
in Illinois, Obama signed 
a letter to a homosexual 
newspaper in Chicago that 
included the statement, “I 
favor legalizing same-sex 
marriages, and would fight 
efforts to prohibit such 
marriages.” So, his statement 
today puts him back where 
he was on the record as recently as 
1996 — calling for the legalization of 
same-sex marriage. 

The president’s position since 2008 
has been untenable. Having endorsed 
same-sex marriage when running for 
office in 1996, he evidently changed 
his position as he ran for the U.S. 
Senate in 2004 and for president in 
2008. Since then, his language and 
his actions have been contradictory. 

He has said that he opposes same- 
sex marriage, but he ordered his 
attorney general not to defend the 
Defense of Marriage Act. Officials in 
his administration openly advocated 
same-sex marriage, even as the 
president dropped hint after hint that 
he did as well. The president found 
himself facing the fact that he would 
have to declare himself one way or 
the other on the question as the 2012 
election unfolded — so now we know. 

Why now? The Washington Post 
reports that he was under intense 
pressure from many Democrats, 
including his major campaign fund¬ 
raisers. According to the paper, 
one in six of the president’s major 
“bundlers,” or fundraisers, is a self- 
identified homosexual. 

The immediate pressure came 
after Vice President Joe Biden said 
that he was “completely comfortable” 


with same-sex marriage. The vice 
president’s statement on the issue 
delivered full support for same-sex 
marriage. The next day. Secretary 
of Education Arne Duncan followed 
Biden’s lead. 

The president was under intense 
pressure within his party, but the 
issue quickly turned into an issue of 
presidential character. No one made 
this point more directly than Ruth 
Marcus of The Washington Post. 
“Same-sex marriage is turning into 
a test of character and leadership for 
President Obama,” she wrote. “Does 
he favor it, or doesn’t he? In the wake 
of Vice President Biden’s remarks 
supportive of marriage equality, the 
continued presidential equivocation 
makes Obama look weak and 
evasive.” 

She wasn’t finished. “The longer 
Obama waits, the worse he looks. 
The president’s first stall tactic, that 
he is ‘evolving’ on the issue, doesn’t 
cut it anymore. Even Darwin would 
have lost patience by now. His 
second approach, the not-gonna- 
make-news-for-you-today cop-out, 
has also worn thin. If you wonder 
whether the president actually 
opposes same-sex marriage, doesn’t 
evolution imply change? And if you 
think perhaps he’s still conflicted — 
well, that’s hardly an advertisement 
to be leader of the free world. At this 
point, Obama’s reticence is looking 
cowardly.” 

The president could probably 
survive that kind of criticism from 
conservatives, but not from liberals. 
Clearly, he had to clarify his position. 

The president chose to make 
his statement in an interview with 
ABC. His statement was really not a 
serious argument for the legalization 
of same-sex marriage, however. He 


spoke of the issue as if it is a matter of 
personal taste. He told ABC’s Robin 
Roberts that “at a certain point I’ve 
just concluded that for me personally 
it is important for me to go ahead and 
affirm that I think same-sex couples 
should be able to get married.” 

He made his statement the day 
after voters in North Carolina voted 
overwhelmingly in support of defin¬ 
ing marriage as the union of one man 
and one woman — the 30th state to 
have taken such action. 

Honesty is the best policy, and the 
president has made his position clear. 
He is again for what he was until 
today against, but that was only after 
he was for it before. The American 
people will have to unravel that as an 
issue of character. He is hardly the 
first politician to find himself holding 
to an “evolving” position on an issue 
of fundamental importance. Most 
politicians, however, do their best to 
avoid the kind of situation in which 
the president found himself on this 
issue. 

The fact remains that the president 
of the United States has now put 
himself publicly on the line for the 
radical redefinition of marriage, 
subverting society’s most central 
institution. 

This is a sad day for America, but 
the president’s statement was not a 
surprise. Given the political context 
he faced, the only question was when 
the president would make his public 
statement of endorsement for the 
legalization of same-sex marriage. 
We now know the answer to that 
question. 

This is a sad day for marriage, but 
now we know the truth.

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City Council approves stormwater fee measure

The Oak Grove City 
council on Tuesday nar¬ 
rowly passed the second 
reading of an ordinance 
establishing a stormwa¬ 
ter management fee. 

The ordinance was 
amended before the 
vote to allow a 20-per¬ 
cent discount of the fee 
for non-single-family 
residences and busi¬ 
nesses that already have 
stormwater plans in ef¬ 
fect. 

The vote on the ordi¬ 
nance was 3-3, with 
council members Bobby 
Combs, James McK- 
night and Randy Pierce 
voting in favor and 
council members Bea 
Burt, Janet Edwards 
and Tim Johnson voting 
against it. Mayor Dan 
Potter voted in favor of 


the ordinance to break 
the tie. 

The ordinance passed 
by a narrow 3-2 vote at 
the council’s May 1 
meeting. Edwards, who 
voted against the ordi¬ 
nance on Tuesday, was 
absent from that meet¬ 
ing. 

The fee, which will be 
added to residents’ util¬ 
ity bills, is set at $3 for 
single-family residential 
properties and $3 for 
every 3,000 square feet 
of non-single-family res¬ 
idential areas. That 
money would go to¬ 
wards a stormwater 
management fund for 
the city, which would be 
used to implement a 
stormwater manage¬ 
ment program in accor¬ 
dance with the National 
Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System.

charge of it, that challenge 
will keep Abramson occu¬ 
pied until Nov. 15. 

In Abramson’s address, 
he discussed two factors be¬ 
sides incentives that he be¬ 
lieves attract or repel 
corporate investors. 

First, the area must have 
an appropriate workforce, 
Abramson said. This takes 
serious preparation in ele¬ 
mentary and secondary 
school, and in some indus¬ 
tries, it requires many 
prospective workers to 
have associate or bache¬ 
lor’s degrees. 

“1 hear it everywhere 1 
go: ‘Tell me about your 
workforce,”’ Abramson 
said. 

This means all kinds of 
schools, including commu¬ 
nity colleges and universi¬ 
ties, help shape the area’s 
attractiveness, he said. 

Second, investors care 
more and more these days 
about quality of life, 
Abramson said. 

Besides the presence of 
quality schools for in¬ 
vestors’ children, this 
means recreation opportu¬ 
nities, such as places to 
hunt and boat and hike, 
Abramson said. 

While talking to repre¬ 
sentatives from the nine 
counties in the Pennyrile, 
Abramson did not mention 
retail or culture. 

The tax reform commis¬ 


sion that Beshear ap¬ 
pointed in February hopes 
to better equip counties for 
dealing with this challenge. 

Beshear announced he 
wanted the commission to 
make the code “more re¬ 
sponsive to the ups and 
downs of the economy” 
and better aligned with 
“the principles of fairness, 
business competitiveness 
and a 21st Century econ¬ 
omy,” according to a news 
release from his office. 

In 2011, the national Tax 
Foundation ranked Ken¬ 
tucky 19th in the nation for 
its business tax climate and 
its rate of new job growth 
over the past year. A report 
by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce ranked it eighth 
nationwide for taxes and 
regulations and 12th for job 
growth over the past two 
years, according to 
Beshear’s news release. 

The tax reform commis¬ 
sion, called the Blue Rib¬ 
bon Commission, focuses 
on five areas of improve¬ 
ment: fairness, competi¬ 
tiveness, simplicity and 
compliance, elasticity and 
adequacy. 

Most of the commission’s 
23 members are from the 
Louisville and Lexington 
areas. It has one member 
each from Paducah and 
Bowling Green.
